use as a light-producing agent, vari- 
ous implements for trimming lamps 
have been patented and placed upon 
the market ; but, after a pretty tho- 
rough examination of tho most of 
them. I incline to the belief that no- 
thing has yet been invented for the 
purpose quite so convenient, cheap and 
effective, as a pair of ordinary, 
medium-sized scissors. To do the 
work properly, however, the scissors 
must be sharp, for it is impossible to 
trim a lamp perfectly without a 
sharp trimmer. Tho belief is quite 
general that to prevent a lamp-wick 
from flaring at tbe corners and break- 
ing the chimney it must be cut 
"rounding," to correspond with the 
cap or cover of the burner. My ex- 
perience, however, coupled with (dose 
and careful observation, leads me to 
the conclusion that tbe way to trim a 
lamp so as to secure the very best re- 
sults — to get tho most and pleasant- 
est light with the least breakage of 
chimneys, is to cut the wick parallel 
with the top of the tube of the burn- 
er. When ready to trim the lamp, re- 
move the chimney. liaise tbe cap of 
the burner. Turn up tho wick ; and 
with a pair of sharp scissors clip it 
even with the top of the tube. He 
careful not to cut or squeeze the tube 
with the scissors. See that no lint 
of thread remains on the wick, and 
that it has not been pushed out of its 
perpendicular position and cut diago 
Dally. Close the cap over the tube, 
put the chimney in place, and the 
lamp is ready for use. If these direc- 
tions have been strictly followed, it 
will, when lighted, yield a broad, 
straight-edged flame, without a notch 
or indentation in it, and furnish a 
clear, steady, pleasant light. Try it 
and sec. 
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How to trim a, lamp. 

There is a such a vast difference "in 
both the quantity and quality of light 
produced by tbe common coal-oil or 
ke ros e n e lamp when properly trimm- 
ed and that produced by the same 
lamp when improperly trimmed, that 
it is surprising how any one of ordi 

nary intelligence and observation can 
be satisfied to nee, even for a single 
hour, an| imperfectly trimmed lamp. 
Yet, strange to say, a large propor- 
tion of the millions of kerosene lamps 
that arc in nightly use are not trimm- 
ed as they should be. Careless house 
keepers and stupid servants think "it 
will do just as well," in trimming a 
lamp, to break the charred wick with 
the lingers, to saw it with a rough- 
edged knife, or to haggle it with a 
pair of dull shears, as it will to clip it 
smoothly and evenly, with a sharp 
1 runnier. Hut people who are 
fastidious enough to caro for a light 
they can read. Write, sew or do any 
kind of work by, with satisfaction 
and com fort, know that such is not 
the fact. Since kerosene came into 



Editor Jooenal :— I should explain 
more fully the advantages of the pro- 
posed constitutional disposition of the 
said $500. If it should be deposited or 
invested at six per cent per annum, 
the result of twelve years' waiting 
would be $1000 in all, provided this 
tbe interest should be collected an- 
nually and added to the principal. 
At the end of fifteen years, it would 
be $1200 ; and in twenty years, 
11600 ; and bo on. But if the in- 
terest sbonld not be collected annual- 
ly, as a great many depositors over- 
look the important difference, it would 
be only $050 in all at the end of 
fifteen years, if at seven per cent or 
more, tbe amount would, of course, be 
greater, but it is thought that deposits 
at less interest would be safest 

I would suggest an additional 
amendment, forbidding officers to 
give notes as security on the per- 
manent funds, and therefore it would 
not give money -grabbers chances, 
even I would not bo afraid of Bob 
Livingstone, if at the top of the as- 
sociation as long as treasurers should 
be true to tbe constitution, and have 
tho right to disobey any officer's 
orders when they should try to use 
the said funds before the stated time 
is out, otherwise, they would be liable 
to prosecution for embezzlement, etc. 
Another provision should be made so 
as to have an auditing committee of 
one or two members outside the 
Hoard of Managers to see that the in- 
terest would have been collected re- 
gularly and added to the principal, 
and publish the result every year.

N/'E. G. A., there are much more non- 
members who unfeelingly have a good 
time at the expense of "the members. 
For instance, at the Boston Conven- 
tion only ninety members out of 400. 
A great many years ago, I went to 
a lodge of Free Masons and also of 
Odd Fellows, with a view of joining 
either, but ascertained that the deaf 
could not become members, on ac- 
count of inability to hear pass words 
and talk by moonlight. 

Most of the lodges of Odd Fellows 
in Connecticut pay their fellows $4 
per week, each in case of sickness, 
and accidents, and also bear expense 
of tbe poor mombers' burials. 

Of course, the N. E. O. A. cannot 
do the same, on account of different 
distances and plenty of frauds. But 
every member will die, and often a 
fellow happens to be in straitened 
circumstances when at death. 

Now 1 suggest that th* Associa- 
tion would pay twenty-five dol- 
lars at once or within two months' 
notice of death, when called for 
by any one immediately interested 
iu the said deceased member- The 



object of the policy is to give a decent 
burial or pay bills, etc It helps 
tho widows greatly, no matter what 
the cause of death. 

The mutual benefit will not be in 
effect till five hundred mutes join the 
Association. No doubt, it will re- 
quire but little effort to accomplish 
the purpose, as they would appreciate 
the benefit 

I have since changed my mind in 
regard to Harry White's proposed 
reduction of membership fees | and 
will ask him respectfully to withdraw 
t, for the mutual benefit would be 
impracticable with so low fees. 

The number of deaths is about ten 
out of five hundred adults a year, and 
the cost of these risks would be $250 
a year, leaving a snug sum of $250, 
provided that the membership fee is 
one dollar per year. Sometimes, they 
don't need the benefit, and if theirs 
should not be called for within the 
said notice, they would be equal to 
donations and, therefore, added to the 
permanent funds to tbeir credit. 

Lady members will pay a dollar a 
year, because tbe cost of their sickness 
and funerals, etc., makes no difference 
from the gentlemen's. Very few 
ladies have joined tho Association, 
though their fee is only fifty cents a 
year. It is an old fogy policy to 
prevent them from holding office. 
The Association is only a social 
society. Need not be ashamed of 
a petticoat government. Woman 
Suffrage has been in full effect in 
Wyoming Territory for years, but 
strangely enough, they don't seek 
office. 

Deaf-mutes shall have resided in 
New England six months when joining 
the Association, and must be in good 
health. Those that are fifty years 
old and upwards, shall pay $1.50 a 
years sixty years and upwards, %i 
annually, because their years are few. 
But these rates will not be applied to 
the present members. They all must 
pay their fees regularly ; otherwise 
their policy would be forfeited in OS 
of death, as what insurance companies 
would force. W. K. C.
